W AS THE MOON EVER A PART OF 

our earth, and did it* aeons ago. become de- 
tached and determine lhat, henceforth and forever, il 
vrould follow* at a diKreet distance* its planetary 
parent in its rather stereotyped and monotonous lime' 
table through the heavens? At present the moon is 
our nearest neighbor. There are occasions when we 
find it very useful, and others when it is regarded by 
some people as a nuisance. It affects tides on tbe 
earth and, according to neurologists* the mentalities 
of some of our people—how many, nobody really 
dares say. .On the whole* we ought to know more 
about it. Indeed, from the standpoint of propinquity 
we ought to be more intimately interested in the moon 
than in any other planet or fragment of a planet. 

We ought to know why. if the mocm ever was 
part of this earth, it cut loose from us; just where and 
what it was before* it left us.« Who was to blame? 
W rtc we t(K) uncouth, bsrbaric or stupid—as stupid 
as wt have been in the last quarter of a century. Tor 
kslance—for the moon to endure, or did it conclude 
that sve were too straifht-laced, intolerantly Puritani¬ 
cal and orthodox and. decidmg to go on a bender, lag 
so far behind that it hat been unable to catch up to 
us ever since? 

If the moon once was part of the earth, what part 
was it) Was it one of our so-called lost contkenls) 
Who was on it when it cut loose? We have a con¬ 
siderable number of earthly inhabitants who ought to 
be on il now, but unhappily we have not been able 
to establish contact with il. If there arc people u 
the moon, and they arc as stupid as the moon looks 
when it it full, or even half-full, it it unfortunate lhat 
a large proportion of our terrestrial population missed 
ibsl trip. 

But while tome scientists msist that the moon 
once was part of the earth, others mamitin that it was 
not. Mr. W. Goodaert, former president of the 
Royal Astrooomical Society, who it one of the dis- 
ikguished scientists now visiting this city, claims that 
tbe moon always has been a separate entity. That 
view is rather complimenlary to the mono, of course, 
{or evea in astronomy a clean ancestry stands for 
something. Mr. Goo^cre has spent ten years draw- 
kg a map of the moon and he ought to know soroe- 
ihmg about it. ff there is anybody in the moon 
equally interested m the earth to draw a map of k 
tome of us would like to kc il. But whether the moon 
over was part of the earth or not. we wish it would 
quit butting kto our w*athcr arrangements. Urn any 
way. it h^ been responsible for our atrocious sununcr 
out here. It has much to answer for. 

To the lay mind iTis not siirprising lhat if scien¬ 
tists differ regarding the mooss, which is osily 240.000 
miles away from us and has bcesi hangkg around 
at lhat distance ever since we can remember, they are 
bound to disagree regardmg the larger, more distant 
ud—if we may use the term—more aratocralic. 
heavenly luminaries.' Sir James Jeans, for example, 
claims that the whole univerk is svorlung so hard 
•ending out radiations of various kinds that it is wear¬ 
ing kself out. He says the sun which, by the way. 
is a rather unimportant sun in the solar roster and 
has duties of a comparatively trivial character—such 
as warming our earth—is exhauslmg' kself k the

It WAS only to be expected when the CcrniAn 
government mode k known thnt it would mterpret 
the recent elections as An endorsement of ks policies 
by the clectorote—thot k would continue lo govern 
And defy the Reichstag to oust k—that k was merely 
borrowing still more trouble for itself and the country 
AS A whole. Having taken that attitude, bowerer. it 
%vill have to go through wkh k. let the consequences 
be what thev may. But if the **inailod fist** is swung 
too ruthlessly, or what the government's opponents 
think is too ruihleuly, the country may soon find kself 
in the throes of a civil war. 

It is being suggested, on the other hand, that the 
gathering m Berln wkhin the next day or so of dm 
leaders of all the ma)or parties of the new Reichst^ 
presages the possibilky of Hkler's National Social- 
iets entering the gover n ment.
